which was written into the bill at 
the insistence of the democratic 
members, after a stormy session in 
committee. Three republicans— 
Treadway. of Massachusetts; Bach- 
arach, of New Jersey, and Tillson, 
of Connecticut—voted with the 
democrats, getting the provision 
into the bill by the narrow margin 
cf one vote. 

The committee refused by a strict 
party vote to accept an 80 per cent 


retroactive war profits tax, pro- 
posed by democratic committeemen. 

As the measure will come before 
the house it will provide five new 
tax levies, amounting to mere than 
$500,000,000 a year for the next 
three years. Besides the stock tax, 
the levies include increased taxes 
on tobacco and incomes, real estate 
sales and stock and grain exchange 
transactions in futures. 

What Bill Provides. . 

The bill. ar-roved by a vote of 
116- to 39 tm t* renublican 
caucus, provides for the pay- 
ment of adjusted compensation 
at $1 for each day’s domestic serv- 
ice and $1.25 for each day’s foreign 
service, with a maximum individual 
grant of $500 for domestic service 
and $625 for foreign service. Other 
provisions include a plan for paid- 
up insurance; home and farm aid, 
vocational education and extension 
of priority.right to settle lands, the 
total 
granted under this section being 
$1,000. Payments would be based 
on service from .April 6, 1917, to 
July 1, 1919, and would begin July 
1, 1921, and continue quarterly for 
three years, mh ; 
The hext move will be to ask the 
rules committee of the house for a 
special rule allowing the bil! to be 
brought up for debate Saturday, 
with the stock dividend tax taclud- 
ed.

EMPTY CARS RUSHED 


ments Are to Be Disre- 
garded by Roads in 
Effort to Clear Up the 
Traffic Jam. 


Washington, May 20.—In its first 
general order directed at the freight 
jam, the interstate commerce com- 
mission late today instructed all 
railroads to forward traffic wfthout 
regard for previous routing, and at 
the same time abrogated all rail- 
road rules governing ear service. 

The commission also issued for- 
mal orders to more than a score of 
the lines v2 respect to movement 
of «empty eq@pment to points where 
congestion has become the most se- 
rious. 

Rates applying on shipments 
which are re-routed by the commis- 
sion’s. order were nullified and 
charges over the route which ship- 
ments finally are sent were made 
the same. Operating officials of 
ajl lines also were instructed to dis- 
regard contracts, agreements -and 
arrangements in carfying out the 
commisgion’s orders, the first to be 
issued under wide powers vested in 
it by the new transportation act. 

Specific provision is made for the 
daily movement of solid trains of 
empty cars, coal cars to be sent 
eastward gnd box cars for grain 
loadoing westward. This latter or- 
der affects practically every road 
and was designed to aid in break- 
ing the at a at gateways and 
terminals &nd to avoid the shutting 
down of scores. of manufacturing 
plants. 

The program outlined in the gen- 
eral orders has as its secondary aim 
the relocation ofears to their home 
roads. By this, it was hoped that 
many lines might be able, by virtue 
of regaining use of their own equip. 
ment, to alleviate local tie-ups, ~

SOUTHERN PORTS 
OPEN TO FREIGHT. 

Louisville, Ky., May 20.—Head- 
quarters in Louisville of rajlroads 
with southern port connectiong have 
sent telegrams broadcast to con- 
necting lines from Pittsburg to San 
Francisco announcing free move- 
ment of freight in the south and 
suggesting the use of gulf and south 
Atlantic terminals for the movement 


| of export business as one means of 


relieving freight congestion in the 
east, middle west arid west. 

The telegrams asserted that seven 
southern ports, New Orleans, Mo- 
bile, Jacksonville, Brunswick, Sav- 
annah, Charleston and Norfolk, are 
open and that export business can” 
be handled if lines at Ohio river 
crossings, St.’ Louis Memphis, 
could be reached. 

“As far as I Know,” said R. L. Me- 
Kellgr, foreign freight traffic man- 
ager, Southern railway, one of the 
leaders in a movement centralized 
here to assist in relieving freight 
congestion, “the idea of using south- 


ern ports for movement of export 
business has not been advanced in 
the present crisis.’’ 

“Moreover,” he added, “the logic 
of the situation is with the south, 
where two loaded cars are moving 
north to one load being sent south. 
This necessarily means an empty 
haul south and lost motion, and adds 
materially to the freight jam north 
of the Ohio river.” 


Dumped His Beans 
Rather Than Take 
60 Cents a Bushel 


Mobile, Ala.. May 20.—With less 
pomp and ceremony and minus the 
Indian disguise, the Boston tea par- 
ty was paralleled here this after- 
noon when an eastern shore produce 
trucker dumped his cargo of snap 
beans into Mobile bay rather than 
sell them to local produce dealers 
at 60 cents a bushel. Inquiry at

f. o. b. Mobile in cariload lots. 
After attempting to sell the beans 


at a better price and receiving the 
Same quotation frem each whole- 
sale house the trucker went back to 
the steamer, the Magnolia, a small 
bay- shore craft, split open the 
hampers and turned the béans over- 
board. | 

The bay was covered with snap- 
beans for several square yards and 
the beans started floating out into 
the bay. Small craft soon put out 
from the shore and whites and ne- 
wroes in row boats, skiffs and 
launches began gathering up the 
beans. They recovered most of the 
beans which were peddled about the 
town by hucksters who bought them 
up from the ones who recovered 
them.

And About One-Eighth of 

Convention Votes. Are 
| Already in Dispute and 
More Contests Are to Be 
Filed—Nearly All Con- 
tests From South. 


Chicago, May 20.—Uninstructed 
delegations and the delegates who 
will cast their first ballot for “fa- 
vorite sons” will be in the majority 
at the republican national conven- 
tion opening here June 2. 

The primary system, although in 
effect in many states, has failed to 
develop any outstanding candidate 
for the party’s presidential nomina- 
tion, for of 913 delegates already 
chosen, less than 400 have been in- 
structed, and their vote is divided 
among several candidates. 

Under,sthe republican conventior. 
rules, which require a majority to 


must obtain at least 493 votes. 

Forty-three states and five dis- 
tricts and territories have elected 
§913*delegates. The remaining 71 of 
the 894 who will sit in the conven- 
tion are to be *)- 
Texas, Vermont, Washington and 
West Virginia. 

Major General Leonard Wood is 
leading the field with 145 deleratez 
instructed for him. The credentiais 
committee, which meets here May 31 
to decide contests and prepare the 
temporary roll of the c-nvention, 
may make some changes in the list 
of instructed delegates, however, as 
there are 104 contests pending. 
Thirty-five contests involve Wood 
delegates, 

Senator Hiram Johnson, of Cali- 
fornia, has an even 100 instructed 
delegates, and Governor Frank O. 
Lowden, of fTIillinois, 78. Senator 
Warren G. Harding, of Ohio, has 
39 votes pledged from his home 
state, and Judge Pritchard, of North 
Carolina, 17. 
dexter is expected to get the 14 votes 
cast by Washington. 

Many Contests. Filed. | 

Washington, May 20.—Contests 
for 122 of the 984 votes in the re- 
publican convention at Chicago has 
been filed with Secretary Miller, of 
the national committee, when the 
preliminary filing period expired 
today. 

More contests were expected, be- 
fore both the national committee 
and the convention’s credentials 
committee, with possibility,of de- 
cisive result on -the nomination. 
Great piles of briefs already filed 
here indicated a monumental task 
for the national committee when it 
begins hearings on the contests at 
Chicago May 31, a week prior to the 
convention opening. / 

A preliminary tentative conven- 
tion roll was sent to the printer to- 
night by Secretary Miller, but with 
returns from several states which 
have not yet held primaries 
conventions still missing. 

About one-eighth of the conven- 
tion votes are placed in dispute by 
the contests already filed. More are 
expected to be presented to the na- 
tional committee and the credentials 
committee. 

All but four of the 122 contests 
filed are from southern democratic 
states. The exceptions are disputes 
over two delegates from the Minne- 
sota tenth district and two from the 
District of Columbia, where cittzens 


are disenfranchised. 

Besides the contests for votes, 47 
surplus: delegates have been chosen 
from nine states, with fractional 
votes. The national committee will 
be called on to decide whether its 
rules against fractional voting dele- 
gations shall stand and the surplus 
delegates denied seats. 


The Principal Contests. 


The principal contests are between 
supporters of Major General Wood 
and Governor Lowden. Senator 
Johnson and other candidates are 
not interested directly in these dis- 
putes but may raise questions re- 
garding primary contests in North 
Dakota, New Jersey, Indiana, Mich- 
igan, Minnesota, Nebraska, South 
Dakota and other states. 

The 122 contests already filed are 
divided as follows: Arkansas, 7; 
Florida, 8; Georgia, ‘15; Louisiana, 
12: Minnesota, ‘2; Mississippi, 12: 
Missouri, 4: North Carolina, 17; Ok- 
lahoma, 6; South Carolina, 11; Ten- 
nessee, 4: Texas, 7; Virginia, 15, and 
the District of Columbia, 2. Of these, 
entire delegations from five states— 
Florida, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
South Carolina and Virginia—are in 
dipute. A 

Most of the southern states’ con- 
tests are factional, being between 
the so-called “lily white” and “black 
and tan” factions. A few of the con- 
testants are pledged to General 
Wood, a few to Governor Lowden, 
but most are uninstructed with 
fairly well known leanings. 

Besides those already ‘filed, fur- 
ther contests are expected from Ala- 
bama Texas and possibly other 
states. 

In Arkansas the four delegates at 
large, one seat in the first district 
and two in the fifth (Little Rock) 
are contested, between the “lily 
white” and “black and tan” factions. 
The Arkansas fight results from a 
bolt of negroes from the convention 
April 28. The “lily whites also 
elected eight delegates at large, with 
a half vote each. 

In Florida, there are three full 
sets of delegates contesting for the 
four seats at large and four dis- 
trict votes.

Germans Charge 


But Frau Zeitz Causes 
Uproar by Reminding 
Speakers of Alleged Acts 
of German Soldiers Dur- 
ing War. : : 


Berlin, May 20.—Stormy scenes in 
the meeting of the German assem- 
bly today arose over thé discus- 
sion of the employment by ‘the 
French of black troops in the oc- 
cupied area. Adolf Koester, min- 
ister of foreign affairs, repkyme to 
an interpellation complaining of acts 
of savage brutatity by these troops 
toward women and children, only a 
tithe of whose horrors were known, 
said that protests from the United 
States, Great Britain, Sweden and 
Norway had made as little impres- 
sion on the French government as 
the German protests, and Germany 
intended to appeal to the league of 
nations go that the moral pressure 
of the whole world could be brought 
to bear. 

Frau Zeitz, independent socialist, 
then caused an uproar by reminding 
the interpellators that they had said 
nothing about the acts of immoral 
brutality committed by German sol- 
diers against women in Russia, Bel- 
glum and elsewhere. 

Indignant shouts of “Shame! Un- 
heard of baseness!” prevented the 
speaker from contjnuing. She wait- 
ed unperturbed for the: storm:~ to 
pass; then resumed, only to meet 
with renewed interruptions. 

“This is only a racial fight, against 
the blacks,” declared Frau  Zeitz, 
amid renewed shouts of “Leave the 
house!” 

She retorted: “It is the fault of 
all the capitalistic governments that 
the blacks have remained behind in 
civilization. The history of the Ger- 
man colonial police 1s @ne long 
story of German cruelty.” 

After speeches by other members 
of the assembly, protesting against 
the utterances of Fran Zeitz, the 
storm subsided.

Mrs. T. T. Stevens was elected 
president of the fifth district organ- 
ization, Mrs. J. A. Guinn vice presi- 
dent, Mrs. R. M. Striplin recording 
secretary, Mrs. A. I. Branham cor- 
responding secretary and Mrs. Oscar 
Palmour treasurer. 

War on the high cost of living 
was declared in an important set of 
resolutions. The club women 
pledged themselves not to use sugar 
in candy, chewing gum, soft drinks, 
ice cream and other non-essentials 
in order that the sugar thus saved 
might be used for preserving. They 
will.ask national legislation to pre- 
vent the exportation of sugar. They 
also enlisted under the slogan, “Do 
Without and Make Over,” and re- 
solved by precept and example to 
spread the doctrine of plain living 
and high thinking through the in- 
telligent buying of only absolute es- 
sentials.

The third collision within the past 
few weeks between alleged whisky 
cars and automobiles of citizens on 
Atlanta’s gtreets and-~ highways 
about the city, which in every case 
have resulted in the narrow es- 
cape from fatal injuries of innocent 
parties, was. written into the police 
record with the accident about 7:30 
o’clock Thursday evening, when 
the machine of Harry O. Varnedoe, 
of 5 Baltimore block, was struck at 


the corner of West Peachtree street 
and Baltimore block by a touring 
car, said by witnesses to have con- 
tained three men and liquor. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Varnedoe, who 
were riding in their automobile, 
were painfully injured. They were 
taken to the Davis-Fischer sanitari- 
um, where it was found that Mrs. 
Varnedoe had sustained deep and 
ugly wounds about the face and 
head and lacerations about the 
body. Mr. Varnedoe’s right leg was 
badly mashed and sprained, and his 
chest considerably bruised. 

Both machines were practically 
demolished. The alleged whisky car 
was a touring displaying Georgia 
license No, 41-499, and inside the 
car was found dealer’s license tag 
No. 256.

Garvan, Palmer’s Assist- 
ant, Says Cutting Prices 
Will Not Stay Govern- 
ment—Women and the 
Press Praised. 


— 


Washington, May 20.—Regardless 
of the spreading *wave of price re- 
ductions, Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Garvan announced tonight that 
the government’s efforts at hunting 
down profiteering merchants by the 
investigation of. profits made by 
individual stores had been extend- 
ed to more than a score of cities. 
Tactics employed by the “flying 
squadron” of the department of jus- 
tice in New York were being em- 
ployed, he said, in the larger cities 
from coast to coast. 

While Mr. Garvan declared he 
was gratified at the price drop re- 
ported in nearly every community 
and did not believe the department 
“deserved too much of the credit,” 
he would not indorse claims of some 
merchants that they were actuated 
by pdtriotic motives. 

“That stuff is the purest bun- 
combe,” Mr. Garvan said, “If they 
are patriotic now, where was their 
patriotism a year ago when prices 
were going up and up? Incidental- 
ly those fellows were making more 
and more money. 

“There are three things responsi- 
ble for this clamor of merchants 
to get on the band wagon of fall- 
ing prices: The women of the 
country have stopped buying arti- 
cles at exorbitant prices; the mar- 
ket has broken, somethirmg which 
could not be avoided, and a lot of 
people saw indictments for profi- 
teering coming. I say that few, if 
any, of the merchants were sure 
that the department’s agents were 
not at the moment gathering evi- 
dence in their own stores. They 
simply saw the light.” 

Women and Press Credited. 

Mr. Garvan said the women and 
the press of the country had formed 
a “combination” to. break the power, 
of, the profiteer and believed they 
had succeeded. While the down- 
ward trend may not continue as 
rapidly as it now appears, Mr. Gar- 
van said he believed the peak had 
been passed and that “da gefieral re- 
cession had set in which might go 
a long way toward re-establishing a 
normal condition,” but, he explain- 
ed, “normal” may not be construed | 
to mean pre-war price levels. 

Mr. Garvan said there was a “very 
general campaign” on now by sev- 
eral national trade associations 
which, he said, were attempting to 
nullify efforts to bring down prices. 

“There is a retail clothiers’ asso- 
ciation,” Mr. Garyan continued, 
“which has written'to all its mem- 
bers urging them to appeal to their 
congressmen and senators to sup- 
port the Knox peace resolution. By 
that, they hope to end any and all 
war powers by which profiteering 
can be punished. That’s why these 
claims of atriotism in cutting 
prices are all rot.” : 

The National Suit, Cloak and 
Skirt Manufacturers’ association, 
Mr. Garvan said, has decreed that 
“skirts and coats must he longer,” 
for fall and winter, and he had tele- 
graphed state chairmen of women’s 
activities {n the price reduction cam- 
paign, urging them to stick togeth- 
er to defeat such a plan. Depart- 
ment agents now are working on 
books of numerous large manufac- 
turing plants, seeking evidence. as 
to profits, according to Mr. Garvan, 
who said the investigation would 
be extendcd rapidly and along broad 
lines. 

Action of Bankers Praised. 


The action of the bankers who 
pledged themselves at a conference 
here Tuesday to restrict loans and 
compel liquidation of “frozen cred- 
its” was certain to have a most 
beneficial effect, Mr. Garvan be- 
lieved. | 

“With the bankers refusing to ex-_ 
tend loans, the public buying less 
than at any time since the war be- 
gan and a general / resentment 
against, the profiteering prices, 
something had to pop,” Mr. Garvan 
declared. On that analysis of the' 
situation he based his belief that 
a continuation of the price drop 
would continue. 

“We have had a big yelp from 
a lot of manufacturers,” Mr, Gar- 
van said, “because they believed the 
price reduction which they saw com- 
ing was going to cut off their mar- 
kets. But there is nothing to that. 
There has been an underproduction 
for so long that every plant that 
wants to can keep going for a 
long while before production catches 
up with the market. Besides, they 
ought to be willing to take a little 
less margin of profit—everybody 
else has’ been forced to give“up 
every penny earned to buy their 
products.” 

Mr. Garvan will confer tomorro® 
with representatives of the Seuth- 
ern Wholesale Grocers’ association, 
for the purpose, it is understood, 
of discussing margins of profits 
and what might be done to lower 
retail food prices, ~~

Fight on Segar Prices. 

An attack on high prices was 
made from another angle by the Na- 
tional Preserves and Fruit Products 
association, which announced that 
its members would stay out of the 
sugar market until prices fell. 

The association claims to repre- 
sent 85 per cent of the manufactur- 
ers of the country who make jams, 
jellies and preserves: 

“The so-called shortage does not 
exist in sugar,” read a statement 
by Marcus Blakemore, president of 
the association, who has investi- 
gated available supplies with the 
help of the department of justice 
and representatives of the refining 
industry. “Present prices represent 
pure inflation, caused through 
hoarding by sugar speculators.” He 
said that with the sugar that al- 
ready has been received in this 
country and the amounts contracted 
for and available on the Cuban mar- 
ket an excess of more than 500,000 
tons over last year’s total con- 
sumption is in sight. 


PRICE OF WOOL 


TAKES SLUMP. 

Boston, Mafy 20.—The price of wool 
slumped today, a break of from 19 
to 20 per cent occurring at the auc- 
tion sales conducted here under the 
auspices of the British governmen*. 
Only seven mills took part in the 
bidding and only 30 per cent of the 
wool offercd for sale was disposed 
of. 
Buyers were agreed that the peak 
of high prices for wools has passed. 
According to The Commercial 3ul- 
letin, an authoritative organ of the 
wool industry in this country, the 
drop in prices reflected cancella- 
tions of orders for goods, delays in 
transportation and declines in the 
Liverpool and London markets for 
raw material. 

Manufacturers’ representatives at 
the sale told of the return of goods 
to the mills in many cases, princi- 
pally woolens, of canceilations of 
other orders now in the looms and 
of consequent curtailments already 
under way. Some plants have dis- 
continued overtime work, others 
have suspended night operations 
and a few have reduced work to 
four or five days a week. It was 
stated, however, that a radical cur- 
tailment or shutdown of piants was 
not considered imminent.

NEW HIGH RECORD MADE 
ON FOOD EXPENDITURES 
Washington, May 20. — The 
average expenditure of an Amer- 
ican family for food increased 5 
ger cent between March 15 and 
and April 15, according to cal- 
culations of the bureau of labor 
Statistics, made public today. 
Tpis is a new high record. 
Reports from fifty-one cities 
were used in making the aver- 
age.

Washington, May 20.—Food prices 
are less likely to join in a general 
downward movement than 
prices of other commodities, in the 
opinion of government economists 
land Statisticians. 

And foods will be the last group 
to which will spread the price- 
slashing so general in mercantile 
lines, it is held. 

Two big reasons 
this view: 

1. The demand for food is con- 
tinual and constant, while a buyer 
can postpone or forego the purchase 
of other less necessary things, like 
a new spring suit or a piano. 

2. A national and world shortage 
of principal food products exists 
and nothing is in prospect, to meet 
this demand which hag in no way 
slackened. ; 

“Prices are declining in those 
groups which were highest,” said 
Herbert C. Marshall, assistant chief 
of the bureau of markets. “They 
are the first to feel the slump. 
They are the less essential things, 
which people. have the least diffi- 
culty in getting along without, the 
things which were pushed up high- 
est because of an increased demand 
and an extravagant attitude.” 

Figures on Food Costs. 

Marshall cited figures to show 
that food which cost $1 fn 1913, now 
costs $2.34, and farm products which 
in 1913 cost $1, now cost $2.39. 

Clothes and clothing, on the other 
hand, stand at $3.35 on the same 
basis and house furnishings at $3.29. 

“Naturally, the highest things are 
the first to feel the reaction,” Mar- 
shall said. “Food and farm prod- 
ucts have risen less, and the short- 
age in them is as great as at any 
time. Hence food prices are more 
likely to be maintained.”

“Conditions which encourared 
speculation have been changed,” he 
pointed out, referring to gold im- 
portations, and credit and currency 
expansion. “Retrenchments are 
now being made.” : 

In America, it was said, acreages 
of wheat and other principal food 
crops are smaller, and a farm labor 
shortage existg which threatens to 
curtail production to a dangerous

Couldn’t Support His 
’ Family — Judge Rules 
Him Honest at Heart.

New York, May 20.—William 
Bauer-has ripped all his white col- 
lars’ behind him and is cashing the 
calluses on his  two-string hands 
for a raise of $15 a week. : 

At the end of four years’ bondage 
in a “genteel” job, Bauer found 
himself in the shadow of Sing-Sing 
becauge the highest “salary” he 
ever got, $21 a week, simply would 


j not reach from pay day to pay day 


in a household of four. He had em- 
bezzled a total of $700 
amounts from Moe Levine, owner 
of a bankérs’ supply house, who had 
raised him from $13 a week to $21 
in four years. 

When it finally dawned on Bauer 
that he never could hope to pay 
back the money unless he got a 
new job, he laid aside his snappy 
‘business suit, bought a pair of 
overalls amd went to work &as a 
longshoreman at the East River 
docks. . Longshoremen get 65 cents 
an hour and $1 an hour for over- 
time.. Bauer was no .longer a 
“bourgebdis,” but whatevr pangs 
he suffered on relinquishing that 
rank were more than assuaged by 
the plump “feel” of-the envelope he 
drew every Saturday night. He “, 
averaged $36 a week on the docks. 

Arrested for Theft, 

Long after Bauer left his employ, 

Moe Levine discovered the shortage 


and had him arrested, although 
Bauer by that time had saved $350 


on his new job, which he offered 
to give Levine, with a primes to 
make good the rest as soon as he 
could. Bauer and his wife were 


compelled to eanvass their friends 
and rélatives to raise the other 
$350, which satisfied Levine’s claim.. 
Bauer was indicted, but the charge 
was reduced to petty larceny, and 
he was given a suspended sentence 
by Judge McMahan in the Brooklyn 
| county court. 

“This is a splendid opportunity 
for the state of New York to temper 
justice with mercy,” said Judge 
McMahan. “I believe that Bauer is 
not a dishonest man at heart. He 
took this money because he was 
desperately hard up for enough to 
keep his wife and two children.” 

Today the emancipated white- 
collar man got two hours of over- 
time work at .the docks, which 
meant an: extra two-dollar bill in 
next Saturday’s envelope. Mrs. 
Bauer was aS happy as she could 
be with the children of the neigh- 
bors taunting her children about 
their father’s arrest. One little 
neighbor boy made a face at the 
Pauer children and yapped, “yah, 
yer father got arrested: yer father 
got arrested.” And other kids on 
the block took up the sing-song 
cry, bringing the two little ones 
indoors erying to their mother. 

About Becoming a Laborer. 


“Mr. Bauer was always a white- 
collar man,” she said. “It never 
occurred to him to become a labor- 
er, not because he was unwilling 
to. work, but because—well, we 
were white+collar people and never 
thought of it. He.always worked 
very hard for Moe Levine and when 
he was making $21 :. week he al- 
ways brought me ef it.
